tunately, know very little prac- 
tically of cholera epidemics or 
their attendant horrors on this 
side of the Atlantic, but their elders can 
remember 
very vividly the terror and 
aufferinii which followed on two memor- 
able occasions when the plague leaped 
tho ooean and 
started on a career ot 
widespread desolation throughout 
the 
United States and Canadi. 
The very 
mystery whioh is connected 
with the 
progress of cholera, leaping hither and 
thither apparently on no other 
definite 
principle 
than 
that of moving 
on a 
broad line from cast to west, has made 
scientific men watch it with the utmost 
vigilancc. 
They know that when it ap- 
pears it must be encountered with heroic 
measures; 
half 
measures will not do. 
But inasmuch as prevention 
is better 
than cure, their principal efforts ar c and 
must be directed to the prevention of its 
appearance. 


From 
its inception to its extinction 
cholera is a mystery. 
Its nature and its 
erratic movements 
have alike 
bafllad 
acicnce. Its first appearance was a mys- 
tery. 
So far as historical science goes, 
it is a comparatively new scourge on 
poor humanity. 
There seems to be no 
reason to doubt that it was conceived 
and cradled in India considerably within 
the last 150 years. 
The first authentic 
record of its appearance concerns the 
celebrated Hindoo pilgrimasjes to the 
temple of Ju^rcjernaut in 
Oriasa. 
On 
one occasion the pilgrim? were unusually 
numerous, and probably unusually dirty. 
A large body of them camped near a 
large talao or masonry tank, and not- 
withstanding the water was covered with 
a thick green scum they not only bathed 
in it, but drank it afterward. 
Then the 
disease appeared. The pilgrims lay down 
by the side of the tank and died like 
rotten sheep in a murrain. 
The people 
could not understand this plague. I t 
was new to them. 
They believed that 
in some way the god had been offended, 
and were encouraged in this belief by 
the Brahman 
priests, 
who 
naturally 
reaped the advantage of the innumerable 
propitiatory gifts, rich and poor, which 
were bestrewn at the feet of tho idol. 
No one thought of taking even the most 
obviously necessary sanitary precautions, 
and, naturally, the myiterious disease 
spread itself out like a fan of death. 
From 
Orissa it trareled 
across 
(he 
province of Bengal, leaving the most 
frightful mortality and consternation in 
its wake. 
From the delta of the Ganges 
it moved slowly westward. 
Then it 
gradually extended its limits until it 
reached Beloochistan and Arabia on the 
Persian 
Gulf. 
After 
traversing 
the 
fairest regions of Persia and Asia Minor 
it reached Russia on the one hand and 
the Mediterranean on the other and em- 
braced all Europe in it3 baneful clasp. 
Since that fatal time cholera has made 
itself sorrowfully well known through- 
out the 
whole world. 
Its 
cDurse, 
generally speaking, has always been the 
same. 
It seems to beg'n virulently in 


treatment as though tho victim 
ha(S 
caught the disease by contagion or direct 
assimilation or absorption of the cholera 
germ. 


In 1874 a passenger train loaded 
natives left Cawnpore to attend a festi- 
val at a place about sixty miles distant. 
Before It started a bheestie or water-car- 
rier had entered one of the comoartments 
and filled up the ]ot«li3 or brass water 
vessels of several of the occupants with 
Gancres water.

A curious feature of the fatality was 
that the man who first showed the symp- 
toms of cholera was among the few who 
survived, and that it was not cholera at 
all that he had been prostrated with. 


In 1875 the writer had occasion to 
proceed to Baroda, a semi'independent 
principality in the Bombay Presidency. 
The ruler or Gaekwar, as ho was called, 
had been arrested by the officers of the 
Government of India and wa? about to 
be triel for a treasonable attempt to 
po"s:>athe British representative at his 
court.

As the daily rate of

No stronger evidence of the safety of 
electric lighting

After plowing thoroughly it is very 
important to have land intended to be 
eown to fall wheat that it be prepared in 
us frooû condition as possible. 
The soil 
to the dej)tb of three or four inches 
phould be }n fine tilth as a seed bed for 
the wheat, and iinderueath this the bed 
should be reasonably solid. 
The kind 
of implement needed to properly fit the 
soil for the seed must be largely deter- 
mined by the character of the soil and 
its conditions. 
When 
early, and it h in 
a proper state, a good smoothing har- 
row is all that will be needed to properly 
fine it. 
Afterwards, however, before the 
plowin^r can be done the soil gets hard 
and may break up in hard lumps, and 
the drag may be used to properly level 
and 
fine. 
Again, hard, 
beating 
rains 
after plowing will often run the soil to- 
gether, and the hot sun will cause it to 
bake, and in thi3 condition, in the ma- 
n'onty of cases, it be best to use the disc 
harrow. 


What will be best at one time or in 
one kind of soil will not be thé most 
economical under other conditions and, 
for this reason, the character of the soil 
and the kind of work to be done must 
always be consideied. 
The 
one 
im- 
portant item is to be sure of working 
enough, aad then to use the implement 
that will do the work most thoroughly 
and economically. 
With nearly all va- 
rieties of seeds, the more thorough the 
preparation of the soil, the better and 
thriftier the germination of the seed, 
and the better the start to grow of the 
plants.—Prairie Farmer, 


related ollenses calls for effective remedj 
by law. 


There is a certain remedy for those 
pests and a cheap one. 
This is spraying 
the plants and trees with well known 
pfeparations which kill the insects. 
It 
has been proved effective, and the uaeof 
it should be enforced by law. 
A begin- 
ning ha*^ been made in the State of New 
York, where penalties are provided for 
ncglect to destroy the fungus which pro- 
duces the black knot in cherry and plum 
trees, by no means nearly so costly a 
pest as many others that might be men- 
tioned. 
What is most needed, however, 
is the public sentiment which would in- 
duce all concerned to take the cecessary 
measures to keep their own 
premises 
free from pests of all kinds, and when 
this is once aroused effectively there will , 
be an end of the trouble.—New York ' 
Times. 


BAB FLAVORS IN BTJTTEIl. 


If you want the cows to yield perfect 
flavored milk do not let them eat leeks, 
fungus growths, or any noxious vegeta- 
tions. 
This implies that you must have 
a clean pasture, which should be a part 
and parcel of every dairy farm. 


Some cows develop a morbid appetite, 
generally those that are ill fed, and they 
will eat with avidity refuse and foul 
growths that have a most deleterious 
effect on the quality of the milk. 
We 
have known cows to give tainted milk 
day after day of so rank a character that 
aeration had but little effect upon the 
odor, and the butter made therefrom 
was practically uneatable. 
Continued 
investigation for a long time failed to 
reveal the cause, until it was at last dis- 
covered that some of the cows had been 
eating poisonous varieties 
of 
mush- 
rooms, commonly known 
as 
*'toad 
stools," which grew abundantly about 
some old decayed stumps in the pasture. 
Ae soon as the cause was removed 
the 
milk resumed its normal character. 


It amounts to one and the same thing 
to give unhealthy food to milch cows, or 
toplaceitin a modified form on your 
table for your family's use. 
Bad food 
given to a cow in milk will surely im- 
press its bad cnaracter upon her lacteal 
secretion. 
Damaged lood tuinei into 
beef may not be so quickly and thor- 
oughly 
transmitted 
to 
the 
human 
stomach as in the case of milk, for the 
slower process of nutrition in the animal 
tiisues gives time for considerable of de- 
leterious matter to be eliminated by the 
processes of nature before the meat be- 
comes human Jood. 


With milk the case is practically of 
the same character as the feed. An after 
aeration of the fluid cannot exp^l disease 
germs and microbes absorbed from an 
unhealthy appetite. 
Prevention is the 
only cure for bad flavor and worse re- 
sults, in milk affected in the way de- 
tcnbed,—American Dairyman, 


FIGHTIKG NOXtOUS INSECTS. 


Time has come for an active discus- 
sion of the means for i)reventing the 
great increase in number and varieties of 
pernicious insects. 
These have become 
an intolerable burden upon farmers, and 
the losses by them far surpass the total 
of those wiiich have been suffered by 
animal diseases. 
And yel there has been 
for years a special department of the 
Agricultural Bureau for the suppression 
of diseases among animals. 
Laws Lave 
been enacted in all the States for the 
protection 
of live stock from disease 
fcpread by careless persons. 


But nothing has been dono in regard 
to the spread of noxious insects Irom 
iarm to Jarm in the manner of a pesti- 
Jence, and encouraged by thoughtless 
and 
careless 
neighbors, 
who 
breed 
myriads of the pests in their ñeld« or 
gardens, and 
permit them to scatter 
abroad without compunction. 
The in- 
jury donéis enormous, and unless some 
tllectivc remedy is applied very eoon the 
burden -will become too heavy to 
be 
borne. 


Just now the striped potato beetle may 
be seen leaving the early potato 
fields 
wliere the crop has been gathered and 
• fcwarming over the roads and fences to 
. the lields which have been 
cleared 
already of repeated swarms of the pests 
at large expense. 
Aud now the stock is 
renewed by persons who have themselves 
taken but very inadequate pains to de- 
stroy the insects on the:j own fields and 
now are stocking fields of their neigi:- 
bore. 
This is a criare, aud with other 


SAVrXG MANORE. 


Manure lies at the root of successful 
husbandry in all of the olier States. 
The virgin prairie soils of the green 
West are fast becoming impoverished, 
under the influence of remorseless crop- 
ping, unattended by any adequate return 
of fertility. 
Therefore it is merely a 
question 
of time when the 
Western 
farmer is destined to find himself in the 
same straits, regarding the use of man- 
ure, as his Eastern contemporary. Large 
crops everywhere require liberal fertilizi- 
tion. 
Every farmer must, to be suc- 
cessful, make all the manure possible 
frcm his domestic animals, and preserve 
it in as perfect a condition as may be, 
until it can be applied to the ground. 


Scattered here aud there over the hill- 
sides, and among the valleys of New 
England, there still remain many of the 
oldtime cow barns, though the hands of 
their builders have long been dust. One 
can scarcely drive through the country 
in any direction without seeing one or 
more of these ancient structures, the 
chief inconvenience of which, from a 
modern point of view, consists in the 
absence of convenient pits in 
which 
manure may be stored. The dung, as 
fast as made, is thrown through windows 
or openings behind the cows, where it 
accumulates in heaps, against the build- 
ings. 
Here it is exposed to the wasting 
effects of rain aud sun, frost and heat. 
The sites of these barns being usually 
somewhat elevated, it is not unusual, 
after a.shower, to see a stream of dark 
fluid, charged with fertility, flowing into 
some brook or swamp, where it is for- 
ever lost to the purpose of agriculture. 
What makes it worse is that the urine 
and more soluable 
portions 
of 
the 
manurj (which, from the very reason of 
their solubility, are most valuable) are 
soonest wasted by leaching. 
Manure 
managed in the above manner loses at 
least one-half 
its value. 
Now, with 
very little labor and expense, all this 
waste may be avoided. 
First, remove 
the soil to the depth of two feet from 
the entire surface, which the bottom of 
the manure pile is to cover, replacing it 
with some good dry absorbent, which 
will catch and hold all the liquids. 
Next construct a lean-to roof against the 
barn, sufficiently high and large enough 
to protect the manure. 
Any rough or 
second-hand boards are good enough 
for the purpose- 
These may be covered 
with cheap shingles, tin or anything 
water proof. 
The thin sheet iron, such 
as IS used in making caustic soda casks, 
makes a tight and durable roof, aud can 
usually be bought of soap manufacturers 
for a song. 
The manure, even when 
kept out of doors, may be kept practi- 
caliy 
without loss, 
blatters will 
be 
greatly facilitated if cows are always 
iurnished with bedding sufBsient to ab- 
sorb the valuable materials in the urine* 
—American Agriculturist,

of the real ballot. 


A little situiy of the form will show thai 
tho new ballot is nor. nearly so intricate 
and formidable lus it appears at first si^ht. 


To vote ¡V straight pi.rty ticket, with 
out 
any scratching, 
the voter 
tuarks 
his ticket aa follows: Bt ginning -with the 
presidential electors he marks a cross in 
the small square at tho right of the name 
of tho party, and tiiis answers for the 
entire group down to the first heavy blacJi j 
line, including tlie coiigresiimeu at larire 
and judges of the supreme court. 
Where 
a ßtraiglit vote is cast no crosses should be 
marked opposite the individual candidates 
In a group. The next group is that iieadod 
"(JongreKS." A mark hero opposite the! 
name of the party indicates that the voter 
"Wishes to vote for tlie candidate of thai 
party in the group. The same methcid is^ 
to be followed to tho end of the ballot. 


It is neccKsary to observe the groupin^is 
carefully, as indicated by the heavy I)!ack 
lines. 
Where a straight voteiscast for the 
candidates in u group tho cross should be 
opposite the name of the pai'ty, never op 
posito the namo of the nomineo or nonii 
nee.3. 


Where i\ voter wishes to scratch bis 
ticket tho marking is dilTerent, 
Witii 
inore than onenauieiuagroup, the cross is 
omitted from opposite the name of the 
party at tho head of a group and must be . 
put opposite ihc namo of every candidati» 
in tho group for whom the voter wishes to 
vote. With but one name in the grot:p the 
cross should bo put opposite the namo of 
the party. 


In the case of tho Proliibitionists, whose 
candidates Jiavo a place on the ballot! 
through nomination papers, the name of 
every candidate voted for must be UiarJced 
separately. 
Every 
presidential 
elector 
must be marked. Whero a Prohibitionist 
desires to vote for a Democratic or Repu b 
lican candidate in preference to one of his 
own party, he should placo a cross opposite 
that name, leavhig a blank in his own list. 


The voters of tho People*s party, not hav 
ing tiled any nomination papers at Harris 
burg, vnll vote by writing in tiio names of 
their candidates in the blank, space reserved 
for Unit purpose at tho right hand side of 
the ballot. Ko marks are necessary in this 
case. In the same way any Republican, 
I)oraocrat or Prohibitionist wishing to vote 
for any candidate whose naiiie dots not ap- 
pear on the ballot, such asan independent 
candidate for the legislature, can write his 
name in the blank space iji that group. 


Tho blank cohimn on tho extreme right 
of the ballot is intended tu peuniit the voter 
to cast his vote for a person or persons 
whoso names aro not on the ballot under 
any of the ticket headings. In order to do 
this it will he necessary for the voter to 
write tho name of his candidato in the 
blauK space opposite to the title of the of- 
fice. Should he intend to vote for either 
Democratic, 
liepubliciui 
or Prohibition 
candidates for otiices comprised in the 
same ¿¿roup, ho nnist make the cross oppo- 
site ti:o namo of each per.sou for whom he 
intends to vote in that group,

One of 
the secret 
Russian 
papers 
which the Bulgarian 
Government 
has 
Bucceeded in getting hold of is especialh 
interesting 
as an illustration 
of 
the 
frankly unscrupulous methods of Russian 
diplomacy. 
It was written in Decem- 
ber, 1887, by the Chief cf the Asiatic 
Department, and gave the Russian Min- 
ister at Bucharest instructions respecting 
the demands of Major Panitza, who, as 
it appears, was a traitor even then. The 
Major had suggested that the Russian 
Government should send money, arms 
and ammunition to Macedonia, in order 
to support a rebellion there, and this was 
refused by the Russian Government on 
the ground that a revolution in Mace^ 
donia, even if saccesstul, would not be 
to Russia's interest. *'The result of such 
a revolution,''it is explained in the let- 
ter, would be the establishment of au- 
tonomy in that country. But as the pop- 
ulation is made up of different nation- 
alities, autonomy cannot be thought of. 
The Poweis would intervene, 
and, in 
view of the hostile feelings of the Pow- 
ers, especially England, not Russia, but 
Austria, would probably 
be entrusted 
with the occupation of Macedonia." 
In 
another part the letter declines a propo- 
sition by the Major that Russia should 
appoint the Minister of War and the 
commandcrs of brigades in the Bulgarian 
Army, while the minor commands should 
be held by Bulgarians, on the ground 
that Bulgarian oiEcers were insensible to 
«Hhe sanctity of their-oaths and their 


d u t y to their king and their country." 
It appears that the Russian idea of a 
Bulgarian Government was a 
Russian 
commission.

The policy pursued by 
the 
Astoi 
family, of New York, says the World, 
has set many people to thinking about 
the power of the landlord and the evils 
of primogeniture. 
Although entailed 
estates are not recogn'z3d in New York 
the Astors have practically set the law 
at defiance and created an entail by the 
cnltivation of a family tradition under 
which nearly all the real estate is be- 
queathed to the oldest son. 
J^is keeps 
the land intact, and as it is continually 
being added to the territorial possessions 
of the Astor family have come to form a 
menace to the interests of a great major- 
ity of the population of the city of New 
York. 
The best solution of the problem 
presented by this vast accummulation of 
land in the great city, thinks the San 
Francisco Chronicle, is that offered by 
Frederic R. Coudert, the distinguished 
New York lawyer, who proposes that 
the State of New York adopt the French 
law, under which all the children must 
receive a distributive share of the whole 
estate, real and personal, in spite of Qny 
attempted 
testamentary disposition to 
the contrary. 
Had this law been in 
force in New York since the death of 
John Jacob Astor in 18i8 the lands of 
the Astors would be limited to much 
more modest holdings, and would hq 
vastly more diversified, 
It is perfectly 
cDmpettnt for a Legislature 
to 
take 
away altogether the power of disposing 
of propertj by will, or to direct that a 
will shall divide property equally among 
all the children of the testator, or to 
make any other regulation which may be 
for tne best interests of society. 
If the 
l i t o r accummulations of land go 
on 
much longer the family will find itself 
compelled to make a change \n the dis- 
position of its real estate, and may think 
iteelf fortunate if it be not saddled with 
ft legacy tax which shall exact one-half 
of ite Jacd as a condition precedent to 
itB doing what it likes with the other 
i a l f ,

Wonders of Physical Euer^T- 


The physical energy ot force some- 
times exerted by the human body has 
lonj; been known to be of the most 
astounding nature, but no one, prior tO" 
the tabulations made by Dr. Bucaeister, 
in 1890, ever took the trouble to put 
that exerted force before the people in. 
figures 
that can be understood. 
T h e 
doctor ''supposes" things in this way; 
Supposing a mountaineer weighing 168 
pounds is making the ascent of a peak 
7000 feet high. 
To 
begin with, her 
must expend 
an amount 
of physical 
force equal to that found by multiplying, 
his weight by the height to be ascended. 
In the case assumed, a weight of IBS- 
pounds, multiplied by a height of 70UO 
leet, equals 1,176,000 foot-pounds; or^ 
in other words, 1,176,000 foot-pounds- 
have to be lifted one foot. 
But this 
is not all. 
The 
contractions of 
the.- 
muscles 
of 
the 
heart 
have to 
be- 
takea 
into account, 
which 
is rep- 
resented by lour foot-pounds of work 
with each contraction, the pulsations of 
an adult heart being about seventy-two- 
per minute; in ascending heights it is- 
much greater. 
But, assuming 100 beats- 
of the pulse per minute, for simplicity 
of calculation, this would give 400 foot- 
pounds per minute, or 24,000 
foot- 
pounds per hour, or 120,000 foot-pounds 
for the five hours supposed to be re- 
quired 
for ascending the 
7000 feet. 
For expansion and contraction of chest; 
and other muscles a further item of 30, 
000 foot-pounds must be added. 
Thus^ 
•we find the total work performed during* 
five hours of mountain-climbinii to be 
equal to 
1,336,000 foot-pounds, 
not- 
counting other forces exerted, 
which 
Dr, Bucheister says will run the grand 
total up to 1,383,000 foot-pounds.—^t. 
Louis Kepublic.

What Not to 1)0 to a Diamond. 


There does not seem to be any pros- 
pect that diamond minei will be found 
in the United States. 
The biggest dia- ' 
mond ever discovered in this country 
was dug up by a laborer while grading 
fiear Richmond, Va. 
It had a big flaw 
on one side and was injured somewhati. 
by the finder, who put it into an iron- 
furnace to test its quality. 
It weighed 
nearly twenty-four carats, and cutting 
reduced it to slightly less than twelve- 
carats. 
John 
Morrissey 
once 
loaned 
$0000 on it, but probably it is not worth, 
one-tenth of that to-day. 
A great many 
diamonds have been destroyed by ignor- 
ant 
persons who 
attempted to apply 
heroic tests to them for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether or not they were- 
genuine.

neglect — floors that

the other; furniture so greased and pol- 
ished frjm constant contact with un- 
washed 
humanity 
and 
unfumigated 
clothing that its regeneration seems im- 
possible; corners of rooms into which 
rubbish of all kinds has been thrown, 
and left to accumulate indeSnitely; and 
altogether a state of atlairs 
specially 
adapted for the breeding of disease. _

Then tho hospital itself was destroyed 
by fire. Tho most harrowing part of all 
was when the infuriated moujiks fell up- 
on the bearers of the hospital carts, 
and, removing the patients, caried them 
away to secluded places, there to treat 
them according to their own ideas. 
Be- 
lieving that the doctors had poisoned 
the poor people tho fanatics proceeded to 
dose them with milk, with 
generally 
iat.al results. 
When tho troops from 
Saratofl marched into Astrakhan 
they 
were obliged to pour volley after volley 
into the riotous multitudes.

An outbreak of cholerit in Russia is 
a momentous occurrence in more ways 
than one, because it is liable to cause a 
suspension of industries which employ 
larcre numbers of persons, thus creating 
a condition of general distress.

Baku tho city authorities actually cleared 
out, under the impulse of fear, and em- 
ployers of labor closed up their fac- 
tories. 
The position of the people can 
be thus easily imagined, deprived at 
once of the official supervision upon
